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UFOs and LIGHT 
PHENOMENA 

Steve Gamble 

If we eliminate reports with insuffi- 
cent data and reports that concern 
other paranormal phenoina than 
UFOs, about 60% of all incoming 
UFO reports refer to strange lights 
seen in the sky. 

My personal opinion is that unex¬ 
plained UFO reports break down into 
two broad categories. The first is the 
Close Encounter Experiencers, Ab- 
ductees, Contactccs. These only 
make up a small proportion of the 
raw UFO reports but seem to get 99% 
of the media coverage. The other un¬ 
explained reports are the unexplained 
strange light phenomena. I think that 
these are physical phenomena which 
can be subjected to scientific investi¬ 
gation. 

In around 1990 researcher Hilary Ev¬ 
ans started the BOLIDE project - Ball 
Of Light Information Data Ex¬ 
change - to collect information about 
these Ball Of Light (BOL) UFOs. The 
project was later taken over by Robert 
Moore on behalf of BUFORA's re¬ 
search section. In August 1997 the 
BUFORA Research section published 
a report on the BOL phenomena - 
The BOLIDE Report. 

There arc a number of places 
throughout the world where these 
light phenomena arc seen on repeated 
occasions. The east midlands of Eng¬ 


land have at least two of these places. 
It is possible after further investiga¬ 
tion that these light phenomena will 
turn out to be either a rare or a previ¬ 
ously unidentified natural phenome¬ 
non. It is important to note that not 
all reports from these areas are unex¬ 
plainable, they have their share of 
inisidentifications too. 

One of these places is the area around 
Little and Great Houghton in North¬ 
amptonshire. This is being followed 
up with the local group, the North¬ 
ampton UFO Research Centre 
(NUFORC). The other place is the 
area around Harston in South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. The original investiga¬ 
tions were carried out here by Nor¬ 
man Oliver who published his results 
in the BUFORA Journal (Vol 9, No 1, 
March 1980, pp21-23). That article 
is reporoduced opposite. There have 
been a number of reports from the 
area since. This area is under investi¬ 
gation by BUFORA in association 
with the local group the Cambridge 
UFO Group (CUFOG). 

This is an on-going study and hope¬ 
fully fresh results will appear which 
can be added to the results of the 
BOLIDE Project. If new information 
is forthcoming then updates will be 
published in the Bulletin. I have 
started a small website where some of 
the data already gathered is being 
made available. For those that have 
access to the web the url is:

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The Harston Affair 

Norman Oliver 

A rather misleading title, perhaps, 
since there was more than one inci¬ 
dent and not all were at Harston! It 
began one morning last December 
whilst I was looking at a report form 
from investigator D Stonard of a two- 
coach train ' seen at night between 
Wells and Cromer in Norfolk, by PC 
Robert Warren in October 1966. The 
only snags were that there was no 
railway and no bridge existed where 
the train had crossed the road. 

At this point my phone rang, and by 
an extraordinary coincidence, the first 
thing I was told about was a sighting 
of a two-coach train without railway 
or bridge! Other incidents were re¬ 
ferred to as well, and since I was 
shortly to be in the general area - 
Harston, near Cambridge - it was 
agreed with NIC and RIC that I 
should check the reports out. 

Basically, these central around an 
Inn, the Old English Gentleman, (see 
front a>ver) at Harston, a village on 
the A10 some 5 miles from Cam¬ 
bridge, and its landlord, Michael 
Bradford. In theamrsc of enquiries a 
large number of reports came to light, 
but basically, there were the following 
four incidents:- 

Incident A 

This took place on an overcast, windy 
night in December 1978. Mr Brad¬ 


ford had ' put the dog out' at 1.30 am 
and had noticed a ' star ’ to the south: 
this grew brighter, moved to his left, 
hoveral, then went down at 45' be¬ 
hind trees 2 to 3 miles away near the 
village of Newton. Witness took his 
car and drove in the direction of the 
'star's' descent. Just before Newton 
was reachal he observed an onuige 
glow in a stubble field to his left, and, 
reversing the car, got out and went 
through a gap in the hedge. Some 150 
yards distant across the field, were 
two pulsating onuige lights: these 
were 25 to 30 feet apart and about 6 
feet above ground level, and as one 
grew brighter, the other dimmed and 
vice versa. 

After a few moments, witness began 
to walk towards them, but had only 
gone one or two paces when a very 
bright white light, comparable in 
brightness to a 150w bulb, jumpal al¬ 
most from under his feet. Like a ten¬ 
nis ball in appearance, it reached a 
height of about 6 feet, then zigzaggai 
towards the orange lights, disappear¬ 
ing between them. It was followed 
over a period of several minutes by 
about 10 other white balls from vari¬ 
ous points in the field and surround¬ 
ing haiges and trees, all performing 
similar manoeuvres and disappearing 
between the orange lights. 

After a ' straggler ' appearal about 15 
feet above the ground, witness drove 
home and retumal with his wife, 
Gwen. The orange lights now seemed' 
like the front of a mouth organ '-an 
orange round rim with downward di- 
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visions (no actual shape was discerni¬ 
ble around the lights)-and were 
duller, no longer pulsating. One 
white ball then came from the top of a 
tree, disappearing as before. Wit¬ 
nesses then returned home, the lights 
still there, but revisited the field the 
next day to estimate distances, etc. 

Incident B 

(BUFORA Case 197900153) 

On 1 October 1979, Mr and Mrs 
Bradford were driving along the 
B1368 towards Barley, about 10 miles 
from Harston at about 8.15 pm. 
Shortly after crossing the Cambs/ 
Herts border they stopped, and be¬ 
tween I and 'mile ahead of them at 
about eye level (the road beyond them 
dipped), slightly to their right, they 
saw what appeared to be a two-coach 
train. This passed in front of them as 
though crossing abridge over the road 
and continued on in a west-cast direc¬ 
tion for a short while, finally being 
lost to view behind trees and an em¬ 
bankment, but there was no railway 
and no bridge! 

They heard no sound (Mr Bradford 
was outside the car, his wife inside). 
The 'train' moved at about 30 mph 
and had an estimated length of 
lOOfeet. ' Windows' were compara¬ 
tively large, taking up most of the 
height of the side of the ' carriages ': 
these' windows ' were regularly 
spaced, but no definite outline of the ' 
train' could be made out. The object 
was in view for about a minute alto¬ 
gether, and three cars passed by the 


witnesses at speed during this time, 
but none stopped. 

Incident C 

(BUFORA Case 197900154) 

About half-a-dozen people outside the 
Old English Gentleman at app 
8.15pm on 29 November 1979 ' ob¬ 

served a' steady shape ' an near on a 
course that 

was thought to be a plane, but as it 
flew over, it was completely silent 
and moving very slowly-possibly as 
little as 25-30 mph. The craft had ' a 
sort of boomerang shape'-no fuselage 
or tail. It was 'very low down' and had 
the bulk of a large plane. Steady 
green and red lights were near the 
wingtips as also was a very bright 
white light which did not, however, 
seem to emit a beam: these lights ap¬ 
peared to cover the complete 'depth' 
of the craft's leading edge. Duration 
of the sighting was 11 to 2 minutes, 
during which time the object moved 
from south to north. Other groups of 
people were watching lower down the 
road and the craft was also reported 
above Cambridge. 

Incident D 

(BUFORA Case 17900155) 

This took place roughly three quarters 
of an hour after the ' boomerang' ob¬ 
ject had beat seem. A phone call was 
made to Mr Bradford by a Foxton 
resident (Foxton is about 4 miles 
away)to say another object was head¬ 
ing in their direction, so a number of 
people went to the rear of the Old 
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English Gentleman to watch. As it 
came into view, it appeared like a 
'railway carnage' or a ' double-decker 
bus,' with illuminated windows: these 
were oblong, narrower at the top than 
the bottom and had thin 'struts' be¬ 
tween them. Witnesses also believed a 
further set of lights continued around 
underneath, but again the object was 
very low down and most witnesses 
had more or less a side view. An esti¬ 
mated 100 feet in length, this object, 
too, was noiseless. Also slow-moving, 
it had a very bright white light at the 
front and a white light a little higher, 
at the rear. The police were called but 
arrival too late to see anything. 

With the kind co-operation of Paul 
Markillie, science airrespondent of 
the Cambridge Independent, it was 
established that: 

Cambridge police had reportal no lo¬ 
cal Hying over the area that niglit- 
tliere were no llights in or out of Mar- 
shall's Airport, Cambridge. 
Mildenhall USAF said that units from 
Lakenheath and Alconbury were on a 
night exercise and it was possible 
they could have been over the area be¬ 
tween 6 pm to 9pm, but no lights 
other than navigation lights would 
have been used. The aircraft would 
have been Hying low, but not so low 
as the objects reportal: nor would 
they have been noiseless. 

RAF Honington, Met Office said that 
it was a clear night. The evening had 
been one of considerable atmospheric 
interference due to temperature inver¬ 


sion and this had caused radio and 
TV interference. However, it was un¬ 
likely that this would account for any 
visual phenomenon. 

Dr David Dewhirst of the Cambridge 
University Institute of Astronomy 
took the reports seriously, adding that 
astronomers were probably less likely 
to see things in the sky since they 
would be concentrating on particular 
distant objects. 

Mullard Radio Astronomy Observa¬ 
tory statal that so far as UFO reports 
are concerned, they pick up radio 
spectra from the outer fringes of the 
universe, and with a focus at this dis¬ 
tance, they are unlikely ever to pickup 
anything of this nature. 


A review of the Harston cases in the 
Cambridge Evening News in March 
1998 brought forward some new wit¬ 
nesses to strange light phenomena in 
the area from the 1979 and 1980 pe¬ 
riod. Unfortunately the new reports 
which were from different locations 
did not match any of the reports 
quotal in Norman’s article. Still 
they providal useful additional data. 

John Ryder of CUFOG has been 
working on these reports has come up 
with a suggestion that under certain 
conditions the Harston area can be 
prone to mirages causal by trappal 
pockets of air. This needs to be fol¬ 
lowed up further. 
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July 1999 - 
Alien Invasion? 

Or a Giant Meteor? 

Or just another empty 
Prophecy? 

Nabil Shaban 

(Many UFO Close Encounter Experi¬ 
ences have deep interest in other 
mysteries. A number of them have 
expressed interest in the works of 
Nostrodamous, feeling in someway 
these to be connected to their experi¬ 
ences. Nabil Shaban explores one of 
these prohecics) 

Nostradamus, rarely for him, is very 
specific about the date July 1999, 
where he warns of the Great King of 
Terror aiming from the skies. One 
reading of this quatrain is that this 
Terror is the King of the Mongols - 
but another interpretation is that in 
his vision, Nostradamus, is seeing a 
"Grey", the oriental looking Alien, 
which lie mistakes for a Mongolian.... 

The Fatima Prophecies, however, pre¬ 
dict a huge met air striking the earth 
sometime between June 30 and the 
first week of July 1999. So which is 
it - a massive UFO invasion or me¬ 
teor? Did Nostradamus see a metair 
but misinterpret it? Or did the Fatima 
prophecy mistake a giant alien space¬ 
craft for a meteor? Anyone seeing the 
Hollywood movie "Independence 
Day" (which incidentally is 


set in July) could understand how the 
two awesome sky-borne images, UFO 
and meteor, could be confusal to the 
uninitiated. 

I first became interestal in the month 
of July when I read this particular 
Nostradamus prediction. Then I 
learned that the ancient Egyptians 
vencratal July because of it being the 
month when the star Sirius rose with 
the sun, heralding the flooding of the 
Nile. Sirius was also worshippal be¬ 
cause of its association with Isis, and 
with the idea of healing, resurrection, 
renewel and transformation. Sirius 
was the symbol of change through 
knowledge and enlightenment. 
Ainonst many ancient peoples around 
the world, Sirius was said to be the 
home of Teachers and Pathfinders. 
Man is said to have been instructal in 
the arts, science and maths by aliens 
from Sirius. The symbol of Sirius is 
the 5 pointal star, a pentacle - the 
sign of Occult knowledge and divina- 
tory arts. Sirius is known as the 
Morning Star, which as a 5 pointal 
has become the symbol of Revolution. 

So, do the Prophecies tell us that July 
1999 will be a time of cataclysmic 
change - either brought on by world¬ 
wide Extraterrestrial aintact or a me¬ 
teor catastrophe? Since July seems to 
be the month of Sirius, and Sirius is 
where UFO folklore places the origins 
of our visiting/intcrvaitionist aliens, 1 
wondered whether July had more than 
its fair share of UFO sightings. It may 
be significant that the allegal 
"Roswell Crash" occurral in July. 
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Consequently, 1 looked at some 
statistics. As expected, 1 found that 
data from the National UFO Report¬ 
ing Center (NUFORC), from the CIA 
"Hying saucer" statistics and my own 
survey of air pilots' stories of UFOs, 
showed that the month of July had 
consistently above average number of 
UFO reports.

The CIA specialist examining the 
UFO monthly patient for 1949 won¬ 
dered whether 
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any midsummer madness was in¬ 
volved? Or whether asteroids were 
prominent in that season. Also, it oc¬ 
curs to me that what July and Novem- 
b e r have in common, 
in Britain and USA, they are times of 
a greater number of firework displays 
e.g. Britain's November 5th - Guy 
Fawkes' Night, and Yanks' July 4th - 
Independence Day, and November's 
Thanksgiving Day. Could the excess 
in UFO reports for those two out¬ 
standing months be mis-identified 
firework rockets? 

However, in my own data base, July 
does not feature so prominently, it 
only comes 5th in the league table, 
behind August, September, October 
with November again in front. In fact, 
in my survey of pilots' "encounters", 
there is more of an even spread, 
which could be a factor of pilots being 
better trained observers and therefore

less likely to be confused by seasonal 
meteor showers or fireworks. 

I must add, though, that my sample is 
much smaller, of course, than the 
CIA's or NUFORC's, so any seasonal 
or monthly variation may not become 
significantly apparent until my data 
base contains over a thousand reports. 

Anyway, why on earth should July be 
a better month for the passage of Fly¬ 
ing Saucers? Can Sirius Rising be se¬ 
riously considered a reason? Cer¬ 
tainly, in astrological terms, celestial 
objects on the horizon are said to 
have the greater influence, and there 
is an increased cosmic interference 
with radio waves when the Sun is just 
rising and setting. Are there rhythms 
i n 

electro-magnetic or geo-aura forces 
which have a seasonal periodicity that 
render some months to be more con¬ 
ducive for UFO appearanccs/fiights 
than others? Lets face it, boats and 
planes try to avoid adverse weather 
conditions - may be there are more 
subtle conditions we arc not aware of 
but which UFOs are sensitive to. Of 
course, this is all pure speculation 
based on half-baked 
ideas, incomplete data and New Age 
Folklore. However, the question of 
whether July 1999 will be a globally 
significant time of Doom and/or 
Bloom, we've barely three months to 
know the answer. If July passes with¬ 
out Nostradamus-type incident, then I 
will forever turn my back on his so- 
called prognostications.

Broadcaster Hughie 
Green & Alleged UFO 
Crashes 

Nabil Shaban (with additional notes 
by Steve Gamble) 

Introduction - Steve Gamble 

The following pages deseribe part of a 
project carried out on behalf of the 
Research Section of BUFORA by 
Nabil Shaban. Nabil is a key member 
of BUFORA’s Research Committee 
and has worked on a number of dif¬ 
ferent projects. The current study was 
initiated during my period of officer 
as Director of Research. 

Many researchers are interested in 
physical evidence of UFO phenom¬ 
ena, and potential the most interest¬ 
ing data could be extracted from the 
very small number of reports that de¬ 
scribe the recovery of crashed craft. 
Probably the most famous of these 
crash retrieval reports is the Roswell 
Incident. Allegedly material was re¬ 
covered by the US Air Force from a 
crash near the town of Roswell in 
New Mexico. The alleged crash is 
thought to have occurred on or about 
2 nd July 1947. 

In their book ‘The Roswell Inci¬ 
dent” (Granada Publishing Ltd, St 
Albans, Herts., 1980 [ISBN: 0 246 
11384 7], Pages 48-49), Charles Ber¬ 
litz and William Moore reproduce a 
report from broadcaster Hughie Green 


that whilst travelling across the 
United States in 1947 he heard re¬ 
ports on the car radio that the US 
Army (in 1947 the US Air Force was 
a branch of the Army) were moving 
in to recover material from a crashed 
flying saucer. When he arrived at his 
destination Hughie says that the story 
had disappeared from the radio 
broadcasts and he could find out 
nothing more about it. Berlitz and 
Moore believe that what Hughie 
heard was a report of the Roswell In¬ 
cident. 

Over recent years a great deal of in¬ 
terest had been generated in the re¬ 
ports of crashed flying saucers and 
the BUFORA research committee set 
up a team in late 1994 to investigate 
these reports. One aspect of the work 
involved tracking down UK basal 
witnesses to alleged saucer crashes 
and this was undertaken by a member 
of the committee, Nabil Shaban. 

During 1995 a video producer callal 
Ray Santilli presentaf to the world 
video material which lie said was 
taken from 16mm film produced by 
the US military of the 1947 Roswell 
recovery. In addition to the video 
material he presented a written inter¬ 
view with the cameraman. In the in¬ 
terview the cameraman stated that he 
had traveled to New Mexico in June 
1947 to film the wreckage. This was 
at odds with the July date the Roswell 
investigators believed. 

Shortly after, I acquired a copy of the 
article about Hughie Green in the first 
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issue of the Flying Saucer Review. 
This quoted that Hughie heard the 
radio broadcast in June 1947, so was 
the cameraman right and Berlitz and 
Moore wrong? Contacting Hughie 
now became a higher priority. 

From Nabil’s correspondence with 
Hughie it seems that the June 1947 
date is correct for what Hughie heard 
on the radio. However, Hughie states 
that he was back in Europe at the 
time of the Roswell incident (which 
was widely reportal at the time in 
newspapers worldwide). He believes 
that the report he heard concerns an 
incident Tucamcari which is in north¬ 
east New Mexico probably over 100 
miles away from Corona (one alleged 
crash site) or Roswell. 

From Berlitz and Moore's book, it 
can be seen that there were reports 
from the Tucamcari area at the end of 
June 1947 so that fits with what 
Hughie told Nabil. There was also at 
the end of June 1947 a famous allegal 
UFO crash report from Tacoma in 
Washington State. So there is an out¬ 
side chance that Hughie heard a re¬ 
port of this. In either case, it is clear 
that it is wrong to associate Hughie 
(as some authors have) with the Ros¬ 
well incident. Nabil has gone back to 
the best possible source, Hughie 
Green himself. 

Unfortunately when Nabil contactal 
Hughie Green his health was failing 
and Hughie dial at the beginning of 
May 1997. The correspondence that 
Hughie exchangal with Nabil is 
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probably the final, definitive word on 
his alleged involvement with the Ros¬ 
well Incident. 

Thanks are extendal to Arnold West 
who providal the original report from 
Flying Saucer Review. 

The Investigation - Nabil Shahan 

In 1995, as a member of the research 
committee of the British UFO Research 
Association (BUFORA), I was askal to 
track down Hughie Green, a TV per¬ 
sonality, famous for his 1950s and 
1960s shows - "DOUBLE YOUR 
MONEY" and "OPPORTUNITY 
KNOCKS". It seems that he was on 
record as claiming that he knew some¬ 
thing about the allegal "saucer crash" 
in New Mexico (Roswell?) in the 
1940s. Because of my connections with 
the world of Show-Biz, BUFORA 
thought I was best placal to pursue this 
investigation.... Alter a few ral her¬ 
rings I was able to track down Hughie 
Green and wrote to him 

I wrote another letter to Mr. Hughie 
Green, hoping to arrange a face-to-face 
meeting to discuss what he wrote about 
the 1957 Tucuincari landing, and what 
he had been told when he’d visital the 
Wright Patterson AFB. But he never 
responded. 

Meanwhile I reportal back to the then 
Director of Research, Steve Gamble, 
the correspondence so far and he was 
astonishal that Green mentional a 
"1957 crash" when the Flying Saucer 
Review has an interview with him in a 
1955 alition - two years previous! And 
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in that article, Green definitely talks 
about a June 1947 new Mexico crash. 
Steve kindly sent me copies of that 
1955 FSR interview with Hughie 
Green and 1 send a copy to Mr. Green 
asking for an explanation. 

I find it interesting that Green's reply 
was short and sharp and seemingly 
quick to pick up my suggestion of a 
typing error - i.e. in his first letter to 
me he had intended to type 1947 and 
not 1957. The letter was brief and 
acquiescent because 1 think he wanted 
to get me off his back. He didn't want 
to discuss his experience of the 
"Crashed Saucer" any further. 

It seemed in the beginning that he 
wanted to distance himself from the 
Roswell Incident and so referred to 
1957 crash but when 1 showed him 
that I had on record evidence of him 
claiming to have heard on the radio 
in 1947 of the New Mexico story, 
then he allowed a small confirmation 
of what BUFORA had originally 
heard about him. 

As I had Mr. Hughie Green's home 
address in London, my next plan was 
to personally call on him, probably on 
a Sunday afternoon, as that was likely 
to be a good time to catch him.... 

Unfortunately, he died soon after, be¬ 
fore I had a chance.

Another episode in the popular se¬ 
ries, in which our intrepid investiga¬ 
tors go in search of the unknown... 

No, not The X Files. In this case, the 
almost annual efTort by the BBC to 
convince their viewers that the entire 
crop circle phenomenon is the result 
of an ‘artistic’ senior citizen, and his 
younger disciples. We might wonder 
why the BBC, in its infinite wisdom, 
chooses to waste our licence money 
each year on precisely the same story? 
Perhaps you might like to take that up 
with the BBC yourself? 

For those of you who didn't see the 
Country file programme on 3 rd Janu¬ 
ary 1999, the basic premise was sim¬ 
ple. Recruit veteran hoaxer Doug 
Bower, team him up with reporter 
Rupert Scgar, and film them ‘man- 
making’ crop circles. Much the same 
as they’d done in 1997 really, so 
don’t believe Rupert Scgar’s com¬ 
ment that the 1998 Milk Hill forma¬ 
tion was the first he’d done! Perhaps 
the only surprise was that the BBC 
decided to devote an entire Country- 
file programme to the ‘man-made’ as¬ 
pect of the phenomenon. 

Bower recounted his claimed history 
of hoaxing alongside the late Dave 
Chorlcy. Though, curiously his mem¬ 
ory is either getting better, or worse, 
as his claims now extend back a few 
more years than he has claimed previ- 
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ously - perhaps it’s just convenient to 
muddy the waters some more? Once 
more, Bower claimed that the change 
to the ‘pictograin’ was simply to con¬ 
found researcher Terence Meaden’s 
plasma vortex theory. Also curious is 
Bower forgetting to mention that 
Chorlcy claimed to have been influ¬ 
enced by the Tully ‘saucer nests’, that 
he’d seen while in Australia during 
the late 1960s. Perhaps soon Bower 
will claim to be a Timelord, like Dr 
Who, as this will be the only way he 
can explain the documented crop for¬ 
mations going back to the early 
1900s, and beyond. Not to mention 
the formations seen on every conti¬ 
nent (Antarctica excepted), over the 
past 50 years or so - I’m not surprised 
his car clocked up a lot of miles over 
the course of a year! 

In the programme, we were then 
treated to pathetic sequence where the 
reporter - Segar, made his way into 
the Hampshire night in search of 
Bower. Of course he had his nice 
4x4, with lights ablaze, and then wait 
striding off into the field, with film 
crew in tow, only to be admonished 
by Bower for being stupid - no argu- 
maits from me on that one! Our elu¬ 
sive duo thai agreed to raidezvous in 
Wiltshire, in order to create their cir¬ 
cle at Milk Hill, adjacent to the fa¬ 
mous village of Alton Barnes. 

The next few minutes were taken up 
with some admittedly amusing foot¬ 
age of carloads of ‘croppies’, all 
armed with night-vision gear, racing 
up and down the roads around Alton 
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Barnes, desperately trying to find 
their arch-enemies - the hoaxers. If 
nothing else, this demonstrated the 
poor performance of image-intensifier 
technology owned by most of the gen¬ 
eral public, which can be bought now 
from high street stores. Although the 
croppies were only a few dozen yards 
from the hoaxers and film crew, they 
were blissfully unaware of them. Re¬ 
member, these are the same people 
who can use their night-vision gear to 
regularly see details of black helicop¬ 
ters, even when they are several miles 
away at night! It was lefi to 
‘researchers’ (The term is used advis¬ 
edly) Matthew Williams and Paul Da¬ 
mon, to finally ‘discover’ (If they 
really did) the team of mischief- 
makers lurking in the darkness. Yes, 
these arc the same researchers who 
claimed to have made crop circles 
themselves - ironic that they were the 
ones to appear on screen criticising 
the hoaxers - or was this just another 
part of the stage management by the 
BBC? 

The ‘BBC team’ of Bower and Segar, 
plus film crew, eventually made it to 
their chosen field in the early hours of 
the morning, where another ‘team’ of 
hoaxers (I won’t name them here and 
give them more undeserved publicity) 
were hard at work on a separate for¬ 
mation. Bower and Segar had 
planned a simple circle, but alas, 
Bower’s trusty baseball cap sighting 
ring failed him, as he marked out a 
circle four times its intended size. 
Even when trying to mark out a sim¬ 
ple circle with a rope, he seems to 


have forgotten the somewhat basic 
difference between the radius, and di¬ 
ameter, of a circle. How comforting 
to know that lie's marked out hun¬ 
dred’s of complex pictograin forma¬ 
tions over the past two decades - yet 
with this vast experience, he gets a 
simple circle wrong! In the fast dis¬ 
appearing period of darkness, our dy¬ 
namic duo were running out of time, 
and had to enlist the help of ‘the 
other three’ to complete their circle. 

Once done, the exhausted hoaxer’s 
sat back to wait for the hordes of re¬ 
searchers to arrive to proclaim their 
formations as genuine - who didn’t 
oblige. Segar seemed put out that by 
late morning, none of the expected re¬ 
searchers had turned up - did he 
really think that the credible research¬ 
ers would bother to humour him? It 
should be noted that the film crew 
avoided footage of the poor lay of the 
crop, and the obvious signs of rollers 
and boards having been used. The 
item ended with some general chit¬ 
chat by the hoaxers, congratulating 
each other’s efforts. It was then that 
Bower came up with his so-called 
revelation - that he thought that he’d 
been programmed to make the circles 
by a higher force (No jokes about 
money, please). While the BBC dedi¬ 
cated over 20 minutes to the phe¬ 
nomenon, they carefully omitted 
many of the features, and associated 
anomalies that we know exist within 
the real phenomenon. We had no 
mention of precise floor lays, magic 
bends, blown nodes, EM anomalies, 
strange lights, human and animal ef- 
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fects etc. etc. Then again, they just 
might point at a real and unexplained 
enigma, and that would never do... 

As you might imagine, most of the' 
crop circle research community were 
well aware of what the BBC was 
planning. Efforts were made by many 
researchers to persuade Conn tty file to 
allow airtime to put across the bal¬ 
anced viewpoint, if not a right-of- 
reply. Needless to say, even as 1 write 
this in February, no offer has been 
forthcoming from the BBC for re¬ 
searchers to put across their view¬ 
points. Viewpoints that have been 
reached after many, many years of 
painstaking work, and not a couple of 
nights skulking in fields in the dark. 
When critically questioned about their 
‘agenda’ for the programme, the BBC 
claimed that entertainment had been 
their intention, not factual reporting, 
and that this had been made obvious 
in the introduction. Those of us who 
cringe at other BBC productions into 
UFOs, and other ‘paranormal’ sub¬ 
jects, would not argue with those 
claims. 

The moral of this tale is simple, don’t 
let the BBC, or any other popular me¬ 
dia source, deflect you from the facts 
about the whole crop circle enigma. 
Hoaxers contribute little to a season’s 
total formations, and merely seek 
their fifteen minutes of fame, to boost 
their frail egos. Even allowing for 
natural crop events, at the very heart 
of the crop circle phenomena (Indeed 
as with Ufology), there is a real 
enigma just waiting to be solved!

This is a case that I investigated hack 
in 1994. I am still in touch with 
Steve (pseudonym) on occasion and 
he is an extremely interesting and 
intelligent person, but has explored 
his experiences in an open minded 
way that has made him comfortable 
with these extraordinary things that 
have happened to him 

In June 1981, Steve Robbins was 
working as plant operator for Phillips 
Petroleum Plant on Teeside. He was 
on night shift and at ten minutes to 
midnight he was returning to the 
control room when lie looked up into 
the sky and saw an enormous flying 
object which he describes as about 
one hundred foot in length and twenty 
to twenty live feet wide. It was flying 
between two towers and he was able 
to estimate the height of the object to 
be between one hundred and one hun¬ 
dred and twenty feet. Travelling on a 
downward trajectory, he thought it 
was going to hit something.. It was 
not travelling at any great speed and 
eventually Steve says it was right 
overhead. From this angle he de¬ 
scribes it as cigar shaped and a dull 
bluish steel colour with a lumines¬ 
cence, like a neon light. It shone par¬ 
ticularly around the perimeter and 
pulsating a bright white/yellow light. 
There was no sound. Eighty yards 
away from where he was standing 
there were four enormous crude oil 
receiving spheres and by this time it 


was so low he felt it was going to hit 
the spheres. It didn't, it cleared them 
with what seemed like feet above. 
With great trepidation Steve jumped 
on his bike and pedalled like mad 
round the roadway to behind the re¬ 
ceiving spheres. There was absolute 
nothing there!!... 

He rushed into the control room 
where his colleagues were having a 
meal, whereupon they all enquired as 
to what was wrong as he was so white 
he looked as though he seen a ghost. 
He explained what had happened to 
both his colleagues and supervisor, 
who all immediately went outside to 
investigate, but there was nothing 
there. His supervisor contacted Tee- 
side Airport to find out about aircraft 
activity. However, there had been no 
aircraft either landing or taking off 
within the last hour. Fylingdales was 
then contacted, and Steve was asked 
questions pertaining to a UFO report. 
Steve felt there must have been some¬ 
one else who had seen this object, and 
therefore proceeded to call various 
departments across the plant. He re¬ 
ceived a call from a security guard at 
the tank farm which was situated one 
and half miles away, who had also 
seen this object and described it in a 
similar way to Steve as well as head¬ 
ing in the direction that Steve had 
observed it. The supervisor was in 
fact already concerned about security 
at the plant due to the fact that four 
weeks prior to these sightings another 
employee had report an object trying 
to 'land' on the main road at the 
plant. 
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A few days after these events Steve 
experienced some electrical problems 
within his home starting with his tele¬ 
vision bursting into flames, while he 
and his wife were watching it. They 
had to throw it through the window. 
The television was three years old. 
During a three day period and always 
when Steve was there many other 
electrical appliances failed . A vac¬ 
uum cleaner, toaster, hairdryer, iron 
and mains alarm clock all failed and 
even a battery powered portable radio 
and electric drill failed. The electric¬ 
ity board were contacted and in¬ 
stalled a mains voltage recorder, but 
they reported there was nothing 
wrong. Neighbours had not experi¬ 
enced any electrical problems. 1 
talked with two electrical engineers 
independently about these electrical 
problems, and they were puzzled 
about the electrical events. 

These problems continued for Steve 
when he was at work, and when he 
was there computer terminals would 
'go out of sync' as his colleagues re¬ 
ferral to the malfunctions that oc¬ 
curred whenever Steve was around. 
He went to work offshore in 1983 and 
the problems with all electrical equip¬ 
ment amtinual to occur until 1988, 
when this subsidal 

Approximately two weeks after these 
events, Steve began to experience 
some inexplicable events in his bed¬ 
room. The lirst time this happened, 
He was lying in bai asleep when he 
was awakenal by a high pitchal hum¬ 


ming in his ears. His lirst realisation 
was that he was flat on his back and 
the he was unable to move a muscle. 
He felt strongly that this was not a 
dream, that he was awake and could 
move his eyes. He was aware of the 
room about him and the darkness. He 
tried to move, but couldn't. When his 
eyes adjusted to the darkness he real- 
isal that there was somebody in the 
room...three or four figures dressul in 
black...barely discernible in the dark¬ 
ness apart from dull cloak like habits. 
He wanted to scream but amldn't. He 
remembers a slight gurgling from his 
throat that is when he say they com¬ 
municated with him, not in voices as 
he remembers, but like a thought 
transference. He was told that they 
would not harm him or his wife, who 
was in bed next to him, and family, 
two sons. He trial to awaken himself, 
still believing that must be a dream, 
but it was not. Still terrified, He trial 
with all his will to move a muscle, but 
amldn't. He amid feel sweat trick¬ 
ling down his forehead into his eyes 
and hoped to God his wife would not 
awaken. 'They' communicatal, not to 
worry, and that she would not know 
anything about this, and He remem¬ 
bers thinking, 'what the hell do you 
want'....'just you, for a little while' 
was the reply. 

Some time later Steve felt able to 
move again and he got out of bal and 
went downstairs, where he consumed 
several cups of coffee....it was dawn. 
He felt grimy and dirty, as though he 
had been on a long journey. 
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He had several more of these experi¬ 
ences over the next two years, al¬ 
though he never actually saw the 
hooded figures again, only sensed 
their presence. 

Since these events occurred Steve has 
experienced several precognitive 
dreams, which he describes as totally 
different from other dreams, disturb¬ 
ingly powerful and compelling, with a 
real quality to them that is quite im¬ 
possible to ignore. Significant points 
resurface at any time throughout the 
day for months, years afterwards and 
they just will not go away. Among 
these 'vision' type dreams are the 
Chernobyl and Lockerbie disasters. 
These dreams which occurred, six 
months prior to the events themselves 
were so specific and had such clarity 
that when he saw the news about the 
Lockerbie disaster he was in total 
shock. In fact when I interviewed 
him and talked specifically about this 
dream with him it was so emotive for 
him that a respite was taken from the 
interview. 

Another change that has occurred in 
Steve since his sighting is his ability 
to tunc into people upon first meeting 
them in an intimate way. This he 
finds extremely disturbing and intru¬ 
sive. 

It appears that Steve was receptive to 
other unusual phenomena from being 
very young, six to seven years old, 
ranging from out of body experiences 
to being aware of other *beings com¬ 
municating with him. His grand¬ 


mother on his maternal side also ex¬ 
perienced paranormal phenomena. 

Those are the facts Steve told me. 
Some of you probably already have 
theories as to what happened to Steve. 
For example 

Hallucinations caused by gas or oil. 
This would have had to have been a 
joint experience as a witness l'A 
miles away also saw a similar object. 

ELECTROMAGNETIC FIELDS par¬ 
ticularly as described by Albert Bud- 
den. This is a possible avenue of in¬ 
vestigation particularly in the area of 
Teeside where there are many chemi¬ 
cal and power facilities conducive to 
this. 

SLEEP PARALYSIS when in his 
bedroom, this is a possibility and al¬ 
though not entirely dismissed by 
Steve himself, he finds it hard to ac¬ 
cept this was in any way a amtribill¬ 
ing factor. 

All of these arc very interesting and 
could be valid, but what they mainly 
show is that if we arc not careful, we 
may force conclusions on the case of 
Steve without fully understanding it. 

1 am not here to give you the defini¬ 
tive explanation, what I do wish to 
emphasize is that SOMETHING 
happcnal to this man of such feeling 
as to cause changes in his whole way 
of life, dramatic changes that oc¬ 
curred in Steve after these unusual 
events, which were possibly triggered 
by his initial sighting of a 'UFO'. 
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I would now like to explain the 
changes in Steve as a person alter 
these experiences. Prior to these 
events, Steve was a man whose main 
concerns in life involved his family, 
wife and two sons. He worked hard 
and enjoyed a few pints at his local 
pub. He was sceptical, but still open 
minded about UFOs and related sub¬ 
jects, and basically did not particu¬ 
larly look beyond the parameters of 
his own life to anything on the pe¬ 
riphery.. He paid the mortgage and 
made sure that all was well within 
‘his world' 

Alter his UFO sighting at Philips Pe¬ 
troleum Plant in 1981, Steve chan gal 
quite dramatically, and feels that 
these events have altered his life, be¬ 
liefs and the way he views the world, 
he explained these feelings in a letter 
to me and 1 quote from parts of it.... 

'These experiences have changed my 
life, hut it wasn't one blinding flash 
type overnight wonder, indeed it has 
been much more subtle, a slow reali¬ 
sation process. My life is lived now 
to the full, I watch little TV or read 
newspapers. There just doesn V seem 
to be enough hours in the day for 
what 1 need to do' My attitude to¬ 
wards people and confrontational 
situations has changed. / believe for 
the better. / will go out of my way to 
help people, 1 follow my intuition 
totally... as long as it feels right it will 
be right and this is something in 
which / now have complete faith. I 
personally have no fear of death and 
having lost that fear, I can now live 


my life. To be free of the fear of 
death means that I can now appreci¬ 
ate life, as just a current phase of 
eternity. 

With regard to having intimate access 
to people he has just met, he says.... 

'This is something I can do with 
such ease that it still astounds me to 
this day, but I try to leave it switched 
off to overcome feelings of guilt and 
intrusion. 

To sum up his feelings on his sight¬ 
ing and the subsequent events he 
says... 

'I keep my sanity by believing in 
myself...! believe in what happened, 

I will never be able to explain it, 
but at least 1 can now accept it.' 

1 have met Steve several times now 
and there is no doubt in my mind that 
he has described some strange and 
compelling events, and a continued 
sequence of unusual occurrences 
which affectal him in a very personal 
way. My gut feeling is that he has 
undergone some bewildering changes. 
These changes are indeal significant, 
as many researchers are well aware. 
They have become of great impor¬ 
tance and relevance, when following 
up a close encounter experience, 
which so often then encompasses 
other activity , very often of a para¬ 
normal nature, and which one would 
think should be lockal within the 

paranormal field of study,.but it is 

not. The gateways between a close 
encounter experience and subsequent 
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paranormal events arc linked in a way 
that we have yet to understand. 

What is of enormous relevance here is 
the fact that the changes that have 
occurred to Steve, arc changes that 
occur in many of those who undergo a 
close encounter experience. 1 feel 
that these maybe more important than 
the incident itself, , these experiences 
are about PEOPLE, so whatever these 
experiences are is possibly irrelevant, 
as they are perceived in a very per¬ 
sonal way. What is of real relevance 
surely must be the changes in people 
both spiritually, psychically and crea¬ 
tively. Interestingly Steve started to 
write poetry after these events, some¬ 
thing he had never thought about 
prior to this. His interest in environ¬ 
mental issues increased in an over¬ 
whelming way. The additional fac¬ 
tors of having access to people's 
thoughts and prccognitive dreams are 
indeed impressive when researching 
this case. The changes are startling, 
but as I said before they do not stand 
alone. They have happened to many 
close encounter witnesses and it is 
essential that we look at this area very 
closely in order to gain an insight into 
whether indeed there is a pattern 
emerging from those who undergo 
extraordinary experiences like this 

This is where The Anamnesis project, 
which the late Ken Phillips initiated 
comes in. I believe that this should 
become a priority when investigating 
these inexplicable events, as it ap¬ 
pears that these experiences may be 
prevalent in a certain type of person. 


often people, who have a life history 
of inexplicable or paranormal type 
events. We possibly need to begin at 

the beginning .a good place to 

start!, which is to look principally at 
the people themselves, then at the in¬ 
cidents they report. We must remem¬ 
ber that an investigation of the close 
encounter experience can be in very 
muddied waters, and we are all ama¬ 
teurs where these unusual events are 
concerned. What we must never for¬ 
get is that these events are about peo¬ 
ple and not just about the incidents 
report 

Finally, is the area relevant? There 
have also been other observations of 
strange objects appearing and disap¬ 
pearing into the Tecsmouth during 
this time, one report which involved 
witnesses from the A19 Service sta¬ 
tion. Also, one year later, in Redcar, 
Cleveland and reasonably close to 
Tccside, a couple experienced some 
bizarre events at their home during 
the night, where they describe observ¬ 
ing an unknown object that appeared 
to be in their garden. They also ob¬ 
served entities both outside and in 
their home. The wife claims that her 
husband actually physically disap¬ 
peared. Philip Mantle has docu¬ 
mented this case in his book ’Without 
Consent’ giving major details of this 
event. I only mention this as it oc¬ 
curred a year after Steve's sighting 
and is in the vicinity of Teeside. 
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SKYWATCHING 


Unidentified Flying Objects (UFOs) 
are one of the great mysteries of the 
late twentieth century. 

Researchers usually have to rely on 
reports of random observations made 
by members of the general public. 
Whilst this data in itself is very im¬ 
portant much more detailed informa¬ 
tion can be obtained by groups of 
trained observers working in a struc¬ 
tured way. For over fifity years peo¬ 
ple have investigated UFO reports to 
try to find an explanation. There has 
been little success, partly because in 
most cases detailed information and 
confirmatory reports do not exist. 
The kind of proactive research oppor¬ 
tunity that skywatching presents is an 
attempt to address this problem. 

Apart from the possibility of seeing 
your own UFO (which might be very 
rare on a watch) the skywatch gives 
people the chance to learn and see for 
themselves all the strange things 
which normally go on in our skies. 
There is also the fun element to the 
skywatch, the chance to meet and dis¬ 
cuss things with like minded people 
and that chance that you might just 
see something unusual. 

The watches normally take place 
starting early Saturday evening and 
continue through to Sunday morning. 
People may take part in as many 
watches as they wish. It is not neces¬ 


sary for everybody to be there for the 
whole period of the watch. Indeal in 
event of poor weather conditions it 
may be necessary to cancel or cut 
short a particular watch. 

It is best for people just starting out to 
join one of the existing groups who 
will be going out rather than try to 
organise a group of their own. Na¬ 
tional skywatches are plannal for the 
following dates in the next few 
months:
